WASHINGTON, October 13.—The first vote wa$ 
upon the Democratic caucus amendment to 
Edmunds’ resolution to limit the number o! 
committees. Senator Davis, of Illinois, voted 
‘*no’’ with the Republicans, thereby defeat- 
jng the Democrats. Thisis generally regarded 
as Signifying a purpose on the part of Davis 
to act with the Republicans, and his willing- 
ness to accept their nomination for President. 
GUITEAU’S COUNSEL. 
In spite of Gen. Butler’s letter, Scoville hopes 
to secure him as Guiteau’s counsel. Many re- 


gard Butler’s letter as really a bid for an 
upportunity to take part in the case. 
DAVIS WILL ACCEPT. 

Senator Logan offered the resolution to elect 
David Davis President of the Senate, which 
went over untilto-morrow, under the rules. 
Senator Davis wasin his seat, and made no 
motion to object. Itisnow definitely known 
that he will accept, andthat his election will 
be accomp!ished bv his omission to vote. The 
Republicans had the assurance of his accept- 
unce before nominating him.

WASHINGTON, October 13.—Senator Lamar 
offered a resolution requesting the President 
to advise the Senate whether any action had 
been taken by the Government since last sés- 
sion toward protecting the rights and interests 
of the United States in the project of an inter- 
oceanic canal. Tabled for future action. 

Senatur Edmunds called up his resolution 
continuing the standing committees as con- 
stituted last session. 

Senator Garland offered an amendment pro- 
viding only the following committees shall 


be continued: Foreign Relations, Finance, 
Commerce, Military Affairs, Judiciary, Post. 
offices and Roads, Pubtic Lands, Pensions and 
Indian Affairs. He contended the committees 
named were the only ones that would haveauy 
work to do during the special session. 

Senator Edmunds opposed the amendment. 
There were committees which were not pro- 
vided for which, in his opinion, would be nec- 
essary to perform the work of the 
session. He instanced the Commit- 
tee on Privileges and Elections as one which 
should be organized. There was on the tapnle 
a new petition presented by the Senator from 
New Jersey (McPherson) said to seriousiy 
affect the right of the Senator from New York 
toa seat inthis body. That ougntto be in 
quired into. Then there was the Committee 
on Railroads, which might have workto do, 
it was known from the public report that there 
had been an important officer § jsus- 
pended for some _ supposed failure’ to 
peiform his duty, and by lawit was re juired 
such suspension should be reported to the 
Senate. The Committee on Contingent Ex- 
penses was also a necessary committee. 

Garland stated he would modify his amend- 
ment so as to contmue the Committees on 
Privileges and Elections and Contingent Ex- 
enses. He thought it would then 
inciude all the committees necessary 
to organize nut this time. Gariand’s 
aimendment was rejected. Yeas-s5, nays 37, 
Senutor Davis of lIllmois and Senator Mahone 
voling with the Republicans. 

Senator Edmunds’ resolution 
adopted. eas 57, nays 55. 

The standing committees are theretore con- 
tinued as constituted atthe last session, and 
the President pro tem. is authorized to dll the 
vacancies which may exist.

DELUSIONS IN MASONRY. 

Its Connection With the Building of 
Strasburg Cathedral. 
From the Saturday Review. 

Another error respecting Freemasonry is 
that 1ts “‘secrets’’ and ceremonial are some- 
how connecied with the ancient mysteries of 
Egypt and Greece. There is not the slightest 


‘foundation for such a supposition, for al- 


though all secret societies are so far alike 
that they have their forms of initiation, 


degrees, signs and password, there can 
be no possible point of contact be- 
tween the secretly taught science and 
religion of the ancient world and 


the essentially modern cock-and-bull story 
about Solomon’s temple, which forms the 
motive for the Masonic ritual. “The claims 
which have been advanced for it, that it was 
in some way connected through the Crusades 
with the Knights Templar and other secret 
orders, sre also without foundation, the 
known history of the craft being totally op- 
posed toanysuchidea. The Knights Tem- 
plar were undoubtedly connected with the 
Assassins, and through them with some of 
the older secret orders oi the East, but their 
story. though most interesting and one which 
deserves careful re-writing. has no more to 
do with the constitution of Freemasonry than 
it has with that of the ‘‘Good Templars” of 
Tempc rance notoriety. 

The secret of Freemasonry is a secret de 
Polichinelle, and is to be read in fifty differ- 
ent treatises, any one of which will enabiea 
reader to make his way into a lodge «quite as 
well as though be had submitted to the in- 
ane ceremonies of probation and initiation. 
If this is not the case, the society should au- 
thoritatively deny its truth, or it will con- 
tinue tobe undertheimputation of having 
fora great number of years made a great 
fuss about nothing atall. Butintbe matter 
of the antiquity of the order no disclaimers 
which they could make would be of any 
avail. The story of Hiram Abiff, 
and of the mysterious pillars Jachin 
and Boaz, which stood at the 
temple entrance, as told by Mr- 
sonic ritual, bear the unmistakable ‘‘Brum- 
magem” brand, and will not for a moment 
bear thetestof criticism, either from an arch- 
ological or Oriental point of view. The real 
origin of the order as we have it now appears 


‘to date from about the bevinning of the 


eighteenth century, whiie an extinct organi- 
zation which furnished the motive for Free- 
masonry, though having no immediate con- 
nection with it, 8 some three or four centur- 
ies older. It has been indisputably proved 
that the institution of Freemasons took its 
rise inthe guiid of operative masons which, 
under the uname of the ‘Fraternity of 


Masons,’ was formed by the §archi- 
tect and workmen employed from 
the thirteenth to the fourteenth 


century in the building of Strasburg Cathe- 
dral. The flower and pick of the profession 
were engaged upon this masterly edifice, and 
they were naturally desirous of perpetitating 
the secret of such good work, just asthe 
Comedie Francaise preserve the traditions 
of the art of perfect acting. Their example 
was followed by other groups of masons 
throughout Germany, and all these differ- 
ent lodges were, some twenty years 
after the completion of the tower of Stras- 
burg, merged into one association. Their 
Act of Uniformity was drawn up in 1459, and 
ratified by the Emperor Maximiian thirty 
years later by an imperial diploma. They 
adopted the instruments of the craft—the 
square, level, and compass—as their emblems, 
and had a secret password, ‘*Liberty,’? which 
in itself gives aclue to the ulterior aims of 
the society. The Fraternity of Masons lasted 
until 1707, when it was authoritatively 
abolished by the Imperial Diet. 

These are the simple facts about the origin 
of the society. or rather of the society whose 
constitution served as a model for the more 
recent and spurious association which has 
taken its name. Itis not necessary to enter 
into the question of the so-called higher de- 
vrees in Masonry, such asthe Knights Tem- 
plar, Rosicructans, and the like. Their 
rituals are even more impudent pretenses 
than those of the craft itself, and exhibit a 
mixture of arrant nonsense, child’siplay. and 
profanity which is rather shocking than 
ridiculous. 

As a matter of fact, Freemasonry is an ex- 
ecllent friendly society, established for chari- 
table and convivial purposes, and possessing 
a widely-extended and excallent organiza- 
tion, while its so-called ritual, if spurious, is at 
any rate irreproaohable on the score of 
morality. If the members of the craft choose 
to meet together in groups from time 
to time for the performance of a sol- 
emn farce, or delight to deck 
themselves out in fantastic gear, we 
have no more right to find fault with 
them than we have to grudge the Foresters 
their processions, scarfs, bandit-hats, and 
other paraphernalia at a Crystal Pulace fete. 
It would be more dignified, no doubt, 10 give 


upthe nonsenseand rely upon the intrinsic 


merits and the real objects of the order, but 
mystery, even when itis such an open secret 
us Masonry, has its attractions. and probably 
does conduce toward holding the society to- 


gether. When, however, Freemasons lay 
claim io — an antiquity and an 
Oriental origin which are absolutely 


delusive, and when they deliberately seek to 
impose the sham upon the credulity of the 
public, it becomes a duty to expose the real 
nature of their pretensions. Masonry is, as 
we have said, avery excellent friendly soci- 
ety, and very widely spread over Europe, 
and, indeed, wherever Europeans have set- 
tied, but it is essentially a European institu- 
tion, has no claim toa remote antiquity, and 
has not the slightest immediate connee!i on 
with the East or the least pretensions to an-

less great and commendabie. Twenty years 
ago Germany Was perhaps the worst dressed 
nation in Europe, the long coats, mufflers 
and long hairofthe men and dowdiness of 
the women being proverbial. All this is of 
the past. Very great attention is now paid 
ly both sexes and all ranks to personal ap- 
pearance, While a general increase of well- 
being, better food and better hygienic ar- 
rangements are telling upon the good looks 
as well as physique ofthe rising generation. 
An infiltration of French manners as well as 
of French taste is to be detected every- 
where, while not afew wholesome practi 
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notions have been 
This is as it should be, and if we for our part 
would learn a lesson or two from our ieu- 
tonic neighbors in matters of thrift, content- 
edness, and also ethics, it would do us good. 
Here people are not materialized by great 
wealth, and altnough in our eyes German re- 
spect of titles and military rank may seem 
overweening, the general contempt of monev, 
merely as money, bas something fine about it. 
The golden calf is not worshipped on German 
soi]. Learning, official, military and profes- 
sional positions are paid supreme court to. 
Small means and a modest style of living are 
not beld in degradation. People who live 
sparingly, or, as we should say, stingi.v. are 
not ashamed of the fact and not socially in- 
convenienced by it, as among ourselves. 
What French people, even inthe humbler 
ranks of life, spendion eating and drinking is 
enolmous. Doubtless such xood fare and 
good wine have much to do with taeir amia- 
bility and high spirits, but the Germans can 
not afford to have a single extravagance, and 
only indulge in intellectual pleasures. The 
national love of music, literature and the 
drama is the bright side of life. 


Pink-Eye Not a New Disease. 
R. Huntington in Turf, Field and Farm. 

Iam astonished to see going the rounds of 
the papers ‘fa new and dreadfut fatal disease 

with horses, culled pink-eye.’’? How the old 
horsemen in Bull’s Head must laugh, or, in 

fact, al! horsemen of experience who have 

shipped many horses to N ew York City, and 
have counted on the disorder to a certainty 

as one of their liable drawbacks, except that 

they were fortunate enough to make sale ia- 

side ten days after arrival. The pink-eye 

never killed any horse, but through want 

of horse sense ithas run into many other 
positive disorders, from which horses have 
died. Twenty-five years ago I had 
horses taken sick in stables in 
New York City withia fifteen days after their 
arrival with a species of distemper known and 
called by old horsemen pink-eye. --One dose 
was enough for me, so I studied it out as well 
as lcouid. I found spring andautumn, while 
shedding the coat, the most liable times, and 
it was at these periods of moulting that the 
blood of the horse was thicker and hotter, 
hence more susceptible to cold and fevers. 
Once well into a stabie of horses, it assumes a 
typhoid character and becomes contagious to 
acceimated horses. Horses from the country 
which go into stables of confined atmosphere 
very frequently are too fat for health, and, 
of course, more liable to climatic chanyes In 
stable or outinthe air. And, acain, as fat 
horses look better tothe buyer, the shipper, as 
a rule. feeds strong and works little, when it 
should bethereverse. AsIhavesaid, after my 
firstexperience with pink-eye twenty-five 
veurs ago, | shipped my horses to New York 
In goed hard-roua condition. With care they 
took no cold onthe way, through change of 
car, or changefrem carto boat. The car I 
loaded inmustrun through to New York 
City, and, once there, was particular that 
food and water be givenin light quantities; 
while immediate exercise the day following 
arrival I considered important, even absolute- 
ly necessary, but with due care against get- 
ting them warm or excited; and while almost 
every countryman who came into the same 


stable with green horses was sure to have one: 


or more dawn witn the pink-eye inside ofa 
week, I soon learned it Was madness on 
my part to proffer advice; but when I read 
in many journals west, from St. Louis to 
Chicago, and so copied east, of a new and 
dreadful disease called pink-eye, I conclude 
that the authors are of that class of horsemen 
who have sprung up since the war, and who 
know of but ione family of trotting horses, 
ycleypt Rysdvk’s Hambletonian. 


The Keely Motor Again. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

A few days ago some of the directors of the 
Keely Motor Company extended an invitation 
to several New York capitalists to come over 
to Philadelphia and witness the operation of 
this much-talked-of michine. Accordinglva 
number of gentlemen, representing different 
commercial pursuits and a good deal of capi- 
tal, visited this city yesterday, and last even- 
ing were escorted to Where the motor is in 
place, in an old stable in the rear of Mr. Kee- 
ly’s house, No. 2021 Park avenue. The only 
possible way to gain admission tothe seance 
was by viving three raps on the door at short 
intervals, anu Mr. Lorimer, of No. 118 Market 
street, one of the directors, and Mr. Schul- 
lerman, of No. 915 Walnut street, the secre- 
tary, as doortenders, tried to exclude ali but 
the invited few. As the clock was striking 8 
the upper apartment of the stable was full of 
men. Mr. Keely then poured twenty drops 
of cold water into the generator ofhis appa- 
ratus, and connected the different tubes 
which acted as insulators of 
sound and vibration. After the 
first expulsion, which caused the vaporiza- 
tion of a part ofthetwenty drops of water 
poured into the generator, Mr. Keely pro- 
ceeded to show the vibratory power of his 
machine, piacing a hollow brass globe be- 
tween two plates of glass aninch thick. Cer- 
tain combinations were made and the globe 
began to revolve at the rate of a hundred rey- 
o'utions a second, as claimed by Keely. = Tne 
next experiment was the tiring of a cannon 
ball through a fourinch plank and then flat- 
tening the ball against aniron plate back of 
the plank. Again a little wire was connected 
between the generator and the cannon, and, 
without any apparent force except that sup- 
plied by the vapor gained from the twenty 
drops of water, a ball went crashing through 
the room, striking the wall in what Mr. Keely 
calls his vice shop. No hot air escaped from 
the mouth ofthe cannon. Then Mr. Keely 
exhibited his belting macbinery and created 
what was claimed a six-borse power motion 
instantaneously. Many «uestions, all won- 
derfuliy unscientific, were asked and answer- 
ed by Mr. Keely in an excitable, jerky way in 
uncomprehensible scientific terms. After the 
exhibition a vote of thanks was tendered Mr. 
Keely. Inreply he said: ‘‘I donot claim to 
have invented this. Any man who would 


make such aclaim would be a fool. Tais is 
an invention of the great Creator. I merely 


put together machinery. to demonstrate the 
vibratory power of that you have witnessed 
to-night.”

A Widow Whose House Has Been Ruth- 
lessly Devoured.

We now come to the third personof the 
surviving characters— Mrs. Iucy D. Fisk, the 
loving widow of the man so}shamefuidly slain. 
Sheis a most exemplary woman of fine men- 
tal qualities and character. A perfect wo- 
man, she always loved her husband with a 
love sointense that no base action of his, or 
injustice to her, could destroy it. But Fisk 
wasa kind busband though not always a 
conscientious one. While he lived in New 
York he kept his wife in magnificent style in 
Boston. Her every want was anticipated, 
and she lacked nothingin the line of comfort 
and luxury. Nearly every week the husband 
went to Boston to spend Sunday with his 
wife, and the visits were presumably a pleas- 
ure to both. Atthe time of Fisk’s death his 
wife hastened to New York on the night train 
and arrived at the bedside of her dy- 
ing husband just in time to 
be recognized Jand prav God to re- 
ceive his poor soul. The death of her hus- 
band, whom she adored, was a sad and pow- 
erful blow to her, and from which she never 
fully recovered. Herspirit seemed to have 
left her, and she lives as one who had no 
mission on earth, and only waits until the 
time shall come when she shall meet he: 
loved one in heaven. Jim Fisk, atthe time 
of bie death, was estimated to be worth $3,- 
000,000. Jn his will he gave to his sister, 
Mrs. Hooper, $100,000 In Narragansett steam- 
ship’shares; to his father and mother, $3,000 
a vear each; to eacb of the two Misses Morse, 
friends of his wife, $2,000 a year; to the Ninth 
Regiment, $11,600, and to his wife the bal- 
ance of his property, which included al his 
sbares in the|Erie Railroad. To his partner, 
Jav Gould, be bequeathed nothing, but in- 
trusted him ‘‘the labor of love,’? as he ex- 
pressed it,in carrying out all his schemes. 

It would naturally be thought that Mrs. 
Fisk would inherit an enormous sum of 
money from the vast busimess interests of ner 
busband. But no. ‘Through the rascality, 
so rumor says (and which has never been de- 
nied by the person most interested, although 
his attention has been called expressdy to tbe 
charge), cf her husband’s woss intimate 
friend and business associate, she was de- 
frauced out of her rightful miilions. Rumor 
again states, and 1 may say it is well founded, 
thatin winding up the affairs of the notorious 
firm the widow of the murdered member re- 
ceived only a few thousand dollars. It is 
needless to mentionthe name of this false 
friend, but beis to-duv the foremost million- 
ame in New York. Some of bis transactions 
ure so large that he forgets a few days after 
whetber a certain payment he made was 
$5,000,000 or $10,000,009. He controls thou- 
sunds of miles of railroads and aboutall the 
telegraph linesinthe country.’ Mrs. Fisk, 
poor in the world’s riches, but wealthy in all 
that goes to make up a verfect woman, is now 
living in comparative poverty in North Hat- 
neid, Mass., dependent for her living on the 
bounty of a kind sister. Mrs. Fisk lived for 
some time at the South End, but being unabie 
to eke cut an existence, she went to her sis- 
ter’s house, where she wil! probably remain 
until called to meet her maker. Mrs. Fisk is 
in good health,is of a rather stout build, but 
has that sad, far-off expression which mades 
her appear as not long forthis world of sin 
and trouble. I have called in rumor to aid 
me in stating a few plain facts, but rumor is 
absent in making any statementto the effect 
that the man whom Mrs. Fisk’s husband put 
on the track of one of the largest fortunes in 
the world has ever offered to assist her. 
Mrs. Fisk has withdrawn from the world. 
She sees but few friends and desires to re- 
main in seclusion, preferring the company§ of 
her own thougbts to that of any person. Her 
case is asad one, and illustrates the vicissi- 
tudes of this life and the baseness and in- 
yratitude of man.

This celebrated steamship will be sold by 
auction next montb,unless it is previously dis- 
posed of by private treaty. For some time past 
the vesse) has been unemployed and the step 
now proposed was foreshadawed in the last 
report of the directors of the company which 
owns it, as will be gathered from the follow- 
ing paragraph: ‘‘During the pust year sev- 
eral proposals for the employment of the ship 
have been made, but have fallen througn 
from some cause or Other; the directors are, 
however, using their best exertions to attain 
that object, which now becomes imperative, 
as the funds available forthe maintenance of 
the ship are approaching exhaustion, and un- 
der these circumstances the directors feel it 
desirable to take powers from the sharehold- 
ers to dispose of the ship in case no favorable 
proposal for cha:tering her should be re- 
ceived.’”? The balance tothe debit of profit 
and loss account at the close of the past year 
was £8,451. Considerable expenditure was 
made on the vessel last vear, when she had 
new upper decks and part new masts. It 
inay be stated thdt the capital of the company 
is £100,000, and that she stood in the books 
at the close of 1880°at £86,715. A few partiec- 
ulars concerning the famous steamship may 
not be uninteresting in view of the announce- 
ment referred to. She is 22,927 tons build- 
er’s, 18,915 tons gross, and 15,344 tons net 
register, and was built, from designs and un- 
der the superintendence of the late Mr. I. K. 
Brunel, by the firm of Scott, Russell & Co., 
1858. Her dimensions are: Length, 680 feet; 
breadtb, &3 feet, and depth, 60 feet. The 
brokers state that she is fitted with four cable 
tanks, occupying some cargo space and most 
of the dining saloons, but that all can be easi- 
lv removed and the ship fitted as originally. 
The nominal power of her paddle engines is 
1,000 horse, and her screw engines are of 
1,600-horse power. Her boilers, which are 
tubular and situate amidsbips, are eight in 
number, of wbich six, by Forester, were new 
in 1867, and the other two, by Humphreys, 
Tenant & Co., were new in 1870. The number 
of plates in the hull is 30,000, and about 
3,000,000 rivets were used in fastening them. 
No less than 10,000 tens of iron was used in 
her construction, and she was the first vessel 
fitted with steam stearing gear. She has been 
employed in various ways, but, perhaps, in 
none more successfully than the laying of the 
Atlantic cable. She is stated now to be in ex- 
cellent condition, and the brokers invite aa 
inspection of her at Milford Haven. 

Mrs. Abraham Lincoln.

Mrs. Abraham Lincoln will leave Spring- 
field in a few days for St. Catherine’s, Cana- 
da, Where she wil] put herself under the care 
of prominent physicians and medical advi- 
sers.

In Springfield she makes her home with the 
Hon. Ninian Edwards, her brother-in-law, 
and has the most careful and delicate atten- 
tion at the hands of her relatives and friends, 
with whom she is constantiy surrounded. 
She has numerous calls from her friends and 
neigkbors, whom she is always pleased to 
see, but seldem ventures to return visits. 
On bright, sunny daysshe occasionally takes 
a carriage ride or a stroll about the large 
grounds Which surround Mr. Edwards’ resi- 
dence, in the neighborhood of the State Cap- 
ito], but she is obliged to guard her health 
With greatcare, She has been distressed 
vreatly by the sad death of President Gar- 
held, and feels deep sympathy for his widow 
aud children. 


Baron Taylor’s Library. 
From the I’all Mall Gazette. 

The dispersion of a great library is always 
a misfortune, and it is to be hoped fhat the 
urgent representations that are now being 
made tothe French Minister of Fine Arts will 
save part, at all events,of the Taylor dramatic 
library from this unworthy fate. For many 
years there has been no such collection of 
dramatic literature as that formed. by the rich 
Anglo-Frenchman whose death was felt as an 
almost personal loss by every artist, actor 
and man of letters in Paris. Baron Taylor 
was too generous a man not to be pecuniarily 
embarrassed in the last years of his life, and 
an important part of his collection had al- 


| ready passed into the hands of anotber rich | 
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amateur, who keeps it still, we are told, “‘in 
eve of the finest chateaux of France’ But 
the most precious portion of his treasures 
Baron Taylor could never ve induced to part 
with, and it is this which the 
Fi eoch Government is now call- 
ed upon to j}wurchase. This unique 
collection consists, in the first place and 
above all, of 36,000 printed plavs, represent- 
ing the repertoires of all the theaters of Paris 
since 1789, and including all French pieces 
produced in the provinces or abroad. Here 
is to be found a complete senéies of that ex- 
traordiparvy revolutionary drama about 
which M. Welschinger has written so curious 
a book; and, What should prove bardly less 
interesting, an equaily complete collection of 
all plays printed but not played since the be- 
ginning cf the eighteenth century. There 
are, moreover, 2,100 bound volumes of foreign 
piays, mostly Enyvlish and German, and 600 
piewes in manuscript, most of which are in 
the bandwritings of their authors. Among 
the G00 are works signed by well-known 
pDumes, and when Scribe’s widow wished to 
issue acomplcte co'!lection of bis works, it 
was to Baron Taylor that she had toapply for 
tbe original manuscript of those of scribe’s 
plays which bad not been printed after their 
first production onthe stage. The whole 
coliection is offered tothe State for 20,000f. 
It will be of some interest to see whether M. 
‘Yuirquet will seize the opportunity. 


An Arab Kingdom. 
From the Pal! Mall Gazette. 


The Turkish Government snspects, or pro- 
fesses to suspect, writes our Pasis corre- 
spondent, Cherif Pasha of wishing to revive 
the plan of his father-in-law, Sulicman, to 
create an Arab Kingdom, formed of Ezypt, 
Lybia, Syria and Arabia. Sulieman was the 
Lieutenant-General of Mehemet Ali—and, in- 
deed, more, for he created his army and often 
furnished him with ideas. He stood out 
against French influenae in the Levant when 
the restored Bourbons were at the Tuileries, 
but sided With it when ‘‘the Citizen King?’ 
superseded them, and enteredinto an active 
and long-continued epistolary correspondence 
with M. Thiers. This Sulieman was a Frencb- 
man, and had been a distingushed ofticer of Na- 
poleon’s Guard. He sawagreat future before 
the Arab race, and labored after 1830 to ereate 
a Pan-Arabic monarchy to make head against 
the Turkish power. Lord Palmerston at one 
time feared he would, under the patronage 
of M. Thiers, realize his plan. Cherif’s wife 
is tbe daugbter of Sulieman, and was im- 
bued with his ideas from childhood. She is 
a woman Of strong character and intellect, 
and putrioticin the sense attached tothe 
word by the Egyptian Arabs, who look upon 
her husband as one of themselves. In this 
1ime of Pan-Germanism, Pan-Slavism, Pan- 
Latinism, and it may be Pan-Britonism, the 
Porte is apprebensive of a Pan-Arab power 
starting suddenly up, and wresting from the 
Sultan bis Asiatic and North African terri- 
tories and suzerainties, That such a state 
will arise is probable. The expediency of 
admitting itinto the sisterhood of nations 
will be, perhaps, one of the questions which 
the twentieth centurv will be obliged to set- 
tle. Cherif does not think the time yet ripe 
for 8 Pan-Arab monareby or confederation to 
be founded; but he looks forward, there is 
no doubt, to the race to which he belongs by 
his motber driving the Turks out of Asia and 
Egypt and setting up a government of their 
owp. He does not bopeto be their Moses. 
His great ambition now isto obtain for the 
native population of Egypt the blessings ofa 
just government, financial order, and good 
public schools. 
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Japanese Carp. 
From the New York Times. 

The Emperor of Japan has been making 
quite lately an official tour through his realms 
and on the occasion of bis arwival in a village, 
Otsumure by name, he was presented with 
three large carp for his special eating, which 
the chronicler of the imperial travels declares 
to bave been three feet each in length. The 
wonderful things the Japanese do with their 
tish We can scarcely understand. It seems as 
if carp are among the most ancient of Japan- 
ese fisb, and have been preserved by them 
from time immemorial. Some recent travel- 
ers tei] marvelous stories asto the age and 
size of the ciprinoides, which are kept injholy 
precincts. It looks as if the carp to-day, 
since it bas received its impulse in the United 
States. will makethe circuit of the world. 
Future biologists will not have to speculate, 
as does Mr. Wallace, on the migration of 
animals, deducing their movements from 
many different sources, for the man of to- 
day, like Noah of old, carries his dumb 
frienas along with him. Recently it was 
noted thatsome of the carp raised inthe 
Government fish-ponds by the United States 
Fish Commission had been earried to 
Ecuador. The result has been perfectly suc- 
cessful. Though the land journey over the 
mountains extended for many days, and the 
small fish had teen carried in tin vessels on 
backs of porters, the little carp were placed 
in the best possible condition by an enter- 
prising South American gentleman in a 
pleasant pond inthe heart of the Andes. This 
performance in fish-culture far exceeds that 
undertaken bythe English in New Zealand 
with trout. 


Mr. Hood’s Pet Bear.

Some Dresses by Worth.

Worth is at his busiest now, the influx of 
Americans having crowded his waiting 
rooms With customers. Itis said that only 
American ladies and princesses buy their 
gowns of Worth, and if that be the ease, 
royalty and transatlantic wealth have much 
the best of it in the world of fashion. I never 
saw such beautiful dresses as he is devising 
nowadays. He is blending the largest-pat- 
terned and most brilliant of brocades with 
two shades of satin in a manner thatis simply 
bewildering. Here is a dipner-dress that has 
just been finished,to go to Chicago. The 
corsage and train are {in mossgreen satin, and 
the front of the skirt is in pale yellow satin, 
finished at the hem with a single plaited 
flounce. At the back is placed a high, 
puffed drapery of heavy white brocade, 
soft and thick as chamois leather, and bro- 
caded with large flowers, leaves and butter- 
flies, in old-tapestry tints of moss-green, old 
vold,dull red,and pale blue. Down each 
side of the skirt front pass side pieces of the 
brocade, laid in flat plas and terminating in 
a point. The satin train falls from beneath 
the brocade draperyin the back. Another 
dress is in black satir,figured with large four- 
pointed velvet rosaces. The skirt is made 
with along full train,under the edge of which 
is set a narrow plaiting of pale pink faille. 
At cach side of the skirt 1s set a side piece of 
pale pink faille,edged with a narrow Dilaiting, 
and bordered atthe front side with a heavy 
jet passementerie representing ivy-leaves. 
The front of the skirt is of the veivet-frcured 
satin. From the heart of each of the rosaces 
of the pattern hangs a littie cluster of cut jet 
beads. A most effective novelty in trimming 
is a silk fringe, hung at intervals with very 
large chenille balls. It is used on walking 
costumes of silk and satin. The most elegant 
carriage costume, orrather visiting and re- 
ception dress, that I have seen at Worth’s this 
season, is intended for a Philadelphia lady. 
It is of the reddish plum color which is the 
newest of the fashienabie tints of the season. 
The corsage and skirt are of a heavy solid-

EXCHANGE ECHOES. 


Smokircg on the Floor—Long Hours for 
Trading—Chicago Chips. 


A firm that has been holding a heavy line of 
corn, both cash and options,in this market, 
have been selling largely in the past few days. 
This looks like alack oi confidence en some 
one’s part. 


Rumors are afloatin Chicago of a large deal 
in wheat being on foot. Some parties believe 
that a powerful combination of local capital- 
ists bus been hammering tbe market so as to 
catch on at lower prices and then givethe 
market a boost. 

If the shortsin grain, provisions and cotton 
want a first-class hedge lets them buy beans, 
The crop is said to be 40 to60 percent short, 
and, with anexceptionallv active demand, 
much higher prices are expected. There is no 
wind about this ‘‘pointer,’’ whatever there 
may be otherwise. 

Cotton presented a much stronger and for 
the suffering longs amoreinspiring appear- 
ance to-day, there being quite an advance in 
prices. Itisthought some of the longs who 
have been margined pretty heavily lately will 
take this oecasion to get out, if possible. 


The attention of the Floor Committee is called 
tothe factthatthe rule prohibiting smoking 
ouc of certain hours is daily being broken on 
the floor. This is particularly the casein the 
‘*pull pen,’’ where some of the members 
smoke up tothe 11:30 a. m. call, and com- 
mence again immediately afterwards, keeping 
it up until the close. 


‘*Anything new in flour?’ was asked a bro- 
ker. ‘‘No,’’ replied he, ‘‘except that George 
Bain camein the corner yesterday and busted 
— outofthe market.’’ Very free sales of 
choice for October and November options were 
made yesterday at $6 90 to $7, and to-dav there 
was more trading in flour for future delivery. 
Now thatthe flour men have got started to 
speculating againit is probab!e there will be 
consicerable future trading. There is little 
likelihood of the call being revived, however. 

Chief Inspector Livingston, who predicted 
the present break in grain just before it com- 
menced, says that the market is low enough 
now, andisapurchaser. He bases his idea on 
the fact that prices are now approaching a 
shipping basis, und as soon as they touch that 
they willturnup. A European exporter said 
that, asarule, when Chicago and St. Louis 
corn wete together in price, corn could be 
moved from this market on a safe shipning 
margin. Hedeclared, however, that wheat 
was still much too high. 


The election of officers to serve during the 
coming year will be held at the Cotton Ex- 
change next Tuesday. Amongthe names fa- 
vorably mentioned forthe position of presi - 
dent is that of Mr. Wm. L. Black, a gentleman 
piominendy identified with the cotton trade 
of St. Louis, and who undoubtedly has con- 
tributed greatly toward the high standing of 
this market in that staple. Mr. Black was one 
ot the first buyers in the field since this city 
bas had any pretensions to bea cotton mar- 
ket, he arriving here in 1874, and at oncegen- 
tering into an active and leading businegs in 
buying and shipping. To his efforts mainty is 
the corton trade indebted for a hand- 
some exchange room that practically 
costs the members nothing. It would be a 
Gisestal and fitting compliment to allow Mr. 

lack to openthe new exchange as president 
of the association. 


There seemsto be no doubt but that the East- 
ern clique has got out of cern in Chicago, and 
the looked-for October corner has collapsed. 
For several days past different brokers in Chi- 
cago have been selling corn heavily, and when 
cailed for the name ot their principal, so that 
contracts could be made, have given that of J.

SYNODICAL SESSION. 


Matters of Interest Discussed by the Synod of 
Missouri, South. 


The Presbyterian Synod of Missouri, South, 
met in the chapel of Dr.’Brank’s church at % 
o'clock thisfmorping.

This church requested that it be enrolled upon 
the roll of the presbytery, but the presbytery 
was not prepared tor such action and accord- 
ingly appointed a committee to look after the 
church and complete its organization. The 
viewa taken by niembers of the synod were on 
the one side that the church ought to have a 
completed organization with a full corps of 
officers, and on the other side that this was not 
necessury, but that a church in a state 
of partial organization was enti- 
tled to enrollment. Dr. Moore cham- 

ijoned the former view and Dr. Camp- 
yell the latter. After the readingoi much 
Iunw and an exposition of the same, it was de- 
cided that the churcb at St. Joseph be stricken 
from the rollof the Lafayette Presbytery, as 
its organization was not completed. Cr. Camp- 
bell gave notice that he should carry the mat- 
terto the General Assembly. At this point 
Drs. Tudor and Wright, of St. Louis, and Rev. 
Mr. Morton, of South Carolina, were brought 
fo.ward by Dr. Biank and introduced to the 


svnod. ‘ihe order of the day was then taken 
up, and Rev. Dr. Cowan intro- 
duced the dis: ussion of ‘Tne War- 


rant of the Evanyelist.’’ That gentleman 
suid that the authority ior this oricer 13s round 
inthe gospel.

It is generally believed in 
the city that, while both of the great’ elee- 
mosynary societies are doing a great and good 
work for the needy of {the town,j the 
police reached a class of the _ distressed 
which could notin the nature of things be 
discovered by either the people of the St. 
Vincent De Paul Or the Provident. The sud- 
den collapse ot this relief sys- 
tem, which had come to be counted upon, 
will leave almost 20,000 outdoor poor without 
any means of assistance at all this winter. These 
people are not in a condition to care for them- 
selves through the winter, and unless some 
substitute tor the charity ball fund is provided 
there _will be a great deal of distress 
inthe tenements. Thecharity ball was first 
instituted in 1875, to provide a fund for the 
care of the poor, and that year the net receipts 
were $5,984 65. The character ofthe ball was 
a peculiar one, butit was believed that the 
end justified the means and 
certainly the class of people who were present 
at the ball spent their money freely. No 
schedule seems to be extant of the distribution 
of this money. For the purposes of this arti- 
cle it is enough to show the receipts of the 
year ending April 1, 1851, as follows:

sie Ventral Depot to Supplant Main 
Street—Needed Improvement. 

Yhe leasing of the bridge and tunnel property 
to the Wabash and Missouri Pacific Railroad 
Companies, recently rati ed by the stock- 
holders of the Bridge and Wa ash Companies, 
is prowising to develop an improvement by 
which the traveling public will materially 
benefit. For some time past it 
has been evident to railroad 
managers that something would have 
tobe done for pubiic convenience and com- 
fortinthe way of providing a passenger sta- 
tion for local traveland through traffic in a 
central portion of the city. The purpose has 
been most miserably served in the Main street 
Jocution, which is‘universally condemned esa 
dark, peotsonous hole untit for man 
or beast to tarry in even a 
moment. Little if any accommodation has 
been furnished at the Main street platform for 
passengers alighting ordeparting, and it is a 
most undesirable piace for ladies, numbers of 
whom travel daily to and trom the suburbs on 
the eastern side of the river. ~ At night the 
location is ebjectionable, and is  con- 
sidered - by many to be positively 
dangerous by reason of its deserted 
surroundings after business hours and its 
contiguity to the levee element of thieves and 
low characters. The Wabash management 
therefore determined to locate a passenger 
station afew blocks further west and negotia- 
tions are now going forward for the purchase 
ofthe property inthe rear of the block be- 
tween Seventh and Eighth streets, north of 
St. Charles, commencing at the 
west corner where the tunnel 
takes a curve from Eighth streettoward Wash- 
ington avenue. If this property can be pur- 
chased it is the purpose of the management to 
make an opening and erecta daylight station 
with stairs leading up to the levelot the street. 


by this means the ventilation 
ot the tunnel will be Vastly im- 
proved and passengers will await tne 
arrivaland departure of trains in waibtinge- 


rooms modeled atter the pattern of those con- 
structed onthe New York elevated roads. The 
Main street station will probably be closed if
